The limited number of hills ii 
troduced and laws enacted by th 
present Congrcsm" almost without 
precedent.

falling off in general legislation is 
attributed to the centering ol in 
terest in the tariff, and to the dr 
pleted condition of the treasury. 
Senators and members have known 
that it was useless to press bills 
for public buildings and other ap 
propriations in view of the strin 
gency at the treasury. Owing to 
delays and objections of variou 
kinds, only two private penftioi 
bills have gotten through the House 
and become laws. As a rule, the 
number of private pension act 
very large. 

The House calendar up to date 
is clear ol all appropriation bills, 
except the deficiency and the In- 
dian. There are, however, a num- 
ber of important general bills 
awaiting a hearing. Of the more 
important measures languishing on 
the House calendar are those to 
admit New Mexico and Oklahoma 
to statehood, to send a congress- 
ional commission to examine the 
Nicaragua canal route, to permi 
pensions to non-residents, to ei 
tablish consular inspection of im 
migrants, to investigate the effect 
of machinery on labor, to prohibit 
dealings in options, to promote the 
efficiency of the naval militia, and 
to establish a uniform bankruptcy 
system. Quite a number of these 
bills will get a hearing, but the 
number to be interrupted by ad- 
journment will be exceptionally 
large. 

Senator Proctor has followed the 
loss of his famous whiskers by 
making his debut as a Senatorial 
humorist. His colleagues looked 
aghast when he appeared without 
his luxurious hirsute appendage, 
and grave fears of the result were 
expressed. These prophecies of 
evil were fully realized whin be 
dropped into what is probably the 
most unique speech on the tariff 
bill that has yet been delivered. 
The debate was on the wool sched- 
ule of the bill. "The first recorded 
attempt," he said, "to break down 
the interests of sheep husbandry 
was when Cain slew his brother 
Abel, , who was the keeper ol 
sheep." The Senate was imme- 
diately convulsed. The tall Ver- 
monter continued: "The motives 
and (purposes which actuated Cain 
were plainly the same as those 
which actuate his followers to- 
day.
